Cary  of  this  chart.  The  title  of  the  book  might  well  have 
been  taken  for  the  title  of  the  chart,  as  in  scarcely 
an  instance  are  two  generations  of  any  family  here  noted 
found  resident  in  the  same  locality.  The  trend  waa  con¬ 
stantly  Westward.

JAME.S  ANDREW 

b.  22  .M,r ,  I'H  in  N.  J. 

d.  1  Mar.,  in  La  Porte  co.,  Indiana. 

Lived  in  N-  J-  n'itb  relatives  until  grown;  then  removed  to 
PeansylvBKis  and  soon  alter,  when  22  years  of  age.  went 
to  the  Korthwesl  Territory  as  a  pioneer;  settled  a  few 
miles  Bortb  of  Cincinnati;  cleared  a  farm  in  the  wilder¬ 
ness:  removed  to  La  Porto  eo..  Indiana,  1835;  his  son.  Dr. 
Jacob  r-isti  Andrew,  and  others  said  that  James  Andrew  wss 
of  Scotch.  English  and  Welsh  descent. 

Bavinir  gone  west  in  1796  in  sdvance  of  his  wife  and  her 
mother's  fsmily,  in  order  to  prepare  some  aorl  of  habita¬ 
tion  far  them,  James  Andrew  made  repented  visits  to  Fort 
Washington  (Cincinnati)  to  meet  them.  The;  were  to 
come  by  the  river  route  and  arrive  before  the  beginning 
of  winter.  Winter  came  earlier  than  usual  that  year  and 
the  family  were  obliged  to  step  by  the  way  and  await  tbe 
thawing  of  the  ica  in  the  spring.  Months  passed  and  no 
word  from  them  came,  either  directly  or  by  other  travellcra. 
He  hid  despaired  of  ever  teeing  them  again,  when  finally 
they  arrived  at  the  fort  in  March,  1797,  revcnleen  days 
before  the  birth  of  their  first  child.  “Settled  in  their  little 
cabin  in  the  denae  forest,  they  began  to  clear  away  the 
immense  trees,  the  husband  cutting  them  down  and  haul¬ 
ing  them  into  heaps,  and  while  the  little  one  slept  in  a 
sheltered  spot,  the  wife  would  help  by  keeping  the  fires 
burning  to  con'ume  tbe  logs  and  brush  .  .  .  The  task 
of  clearing  out  and  improving  a  forest  in  those  days  was 
a  HeniulesD  one  and  at  times  my  gTaodfather  [still  scarcely 
more  tbsa  s  youth]  was  almost  ready  to  abandon  tbe 
undertaking,  but  the  faithful  wife  had  ever  a  hopeful  word 
for  him  and  he  always  spoke  of  her  courage  as  his  ‘In- 
apirstion.’  In  a  few  years  a  comfortable  home  was  built, 
fertile  fields  spread  around  them,  their  orchard  bloomed 
and  s-z  sons  grew  to  manhood  and  all  were  men  of  whom 
their  parents  could  bo  proud"  (Statement  by  hia  grand¬ 
daughter.  Mrs.  Catharine  Piatt  Andrew,  now,  1924,  in  ber 
hundredth  year].  Writing  of  his  parents  in  1824,  wben  23 
years  of  age.  A  P.  Andrew,  Jr.,  said:  "A  more  agreeable 
and  happy  couple  never  lived  together,  kind  to  their  chil¬ 
dren,  yet  strict  with  them;  and  whose  greatest  concern  ever 
has  ^en  the  welfare  of  Uieir  children  in  the  world  to  come.'' 
After  the  death  of  his  wife,  Catharine  Piatt,  it  was  James 
Andrew's  custom  when  visitors  culled  to  pass  her  anuff-box 
(whic’t  appropriately  is  of  French  make),  and  to  give  a 
dollar  to  every  little  girl  he  met  of  the  name  Catharine. 
He  wiis  a  man  of  deeply  ccligioua  nature,  the  Bible  hia  con¬ 
stant  companion.

-Xourulcr*  lit  La  1882;  .xasuivad  thciv.ap— ^>C 

of  1832;  in  command  at  the  fortification  erc'-ied  dt  Door 
Prairie,  near  La  Porte,  in  the  Black  Hawk  War,  May,  1832 
(Pater  White,  a  veteran  of  the  War  of  1612.  being  cap¬ 
tain);  Whig  presidential  aieetor,  1836;  edUsd  La  Porta 
County  Whig,  1840  campaign;  cashier.  Michigan  City 
branch.  2d  Slate  Bank  of  Indiana.  1840-1845;  act:ra  pro¬ 
moter  of  railroad  enlcrpnses;  Vice-president,  board  of 
directors,  Norlbern  Indiana  Railroad  (now  western  end  of 
N.  T.  Central  R.  R.),  1850;  headed  "La  Porto  Gold  Mining 
Company,"  Bailing  from  New  York  for  Califorou  by  way 
of  Nicaragua.  6  May.  18S'2;  returned  to  La  Forte.  1353,  tbe 
California  enterprisa  having  proved  a  loss  to  all  concerned; 
in  1855  he  wrote  to  one  of  the  stockholders:  ‘^oon  after 
my  retnrn  from  California,  finding  tny  real  estate  greatly 
enhanced  in  value  I  determined  .  .  .  that  I  would 
make  good  in  part  out  of  my  private  i.--«ana  to  soma  eoeV 
atockboldcrs  lesj  able  than  myself  to  afford  the  loss 
.  .  This  1  can  afford  to  do  .  .  -  Thetefera  don't 
heaitate  to  accept";  aince  1838,  when,  as  the  (gent  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  railroad,  he  hnd  first  been  In 
New  York  trying  to  interest  eastern  capital  in  tbo  projaetnd 
Buffalo  A  blississippl  E.  R.,  he  had  urged  th*  advance  of 
this  enterprisa:  in  1862  the  road  wa.v  compivleJ  to  Chicago 
and  brought  many  emigrants  from  Europe  wko  scllled  in 
La  Porte:  in  selling  town-lots  to  them  be  aiwaps  counselled 
them  to  provide,  first,  s  good  living  for  their  fsmiUea  and 
to  educate  their  children,  and  to  make  payncnit  to  him 
afterwards  as  they  found  it  convenient:  contributed  liber¬ 
ally  of  bis  means  during  Civil  War,  and  afterwards  to  tbo 
support  of  soldiers'  families;  private  banker,  A  P.  Andrew, 
Jr.,  and  Son,  La  Porta,  1869,  to  bis  death. 


Of  his  five  children,  the  two  eldest.  Maria  and  James, 
died  in  childhood:  the  youngest.  Mrs.  Csrsdora  Collins  (wife 
of  Dr.  S.  B.  CoUlns).  died  10  Aog.,  1880;  me  others  being 
Mrs.  Viols  Cochran,  now  one  of  the  few  surviving  vulunteer 
Horses  of  the  Civil  War  (married,  1869,  Varren  Cochran, 
CaUfemis  Battalion  of  the  2d  MassachusetU  Cavalry.  CoL 
Charles  Russell  Lowell,  bisreh,  1863— Juir,  1865;  prisoner, 
Danville.  Virginis.  July.  1864— Jan..  18«5);  and  Captain 
Abram  Piatt  Andrew.

persuaded  by  him  to  return  to  Cincinnati;  she  meda  tba 
Journey  of  a  week,  on  hortebeck  through  the  wildcrnesa, 
acejmpsnled  by  her  husband's  uncle  and  her  orphan  nisee, 
and  arrived  at  her  destination  In  ssfety.

DR.  JOHN  ANDREW 

b.  16  Jan.,  1746,  in  N.  J. 

d.  1  Feb.,  1814,  In  Hamilton  co.,  Ohio. 

Received  a  classical  education  at  Princeton  College,  but 
left  before  graduation  to  take  up  tbe  aludy  of  Rirdieine; 
served  throughout  the  Revolution  hs  surgeon’s  male  and  Bur¬ 
geon  (1776)  in  N.  J.  militia;  "was  on  duty  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  Surrender  of  Cornwallis"  (statement  of  hia  son, 
Abraham  Piatt  Andrew,  Sr.);  tradition  toys  hit  Revolution¬ 
ary  papers  were  destroyed  in  the  burning  of  (he  house  of  a 
relative  (probably  by  marriage),  Majnr  Ziegler,  with  whom 
hs  lived  for  a  time  after  the  war;  removed  to  Penn's  Valley, 
Northnmbcrland  (now  Centro)  co.,  Penn.,  eir.  1785;  removad 
to  Hamilton  co.,  Ohio.  1808.- 

Bis  brother,  Malcolm  Andrew,  was  a  Revolutionary  sol¬ 
dier  in  N.  J.;  his  sister,  Jane  Andrew,  was  wife  of  Lt.  Jaraea 
Lowes,  3d  Penn.  Regt.,  Continental  Line;  Robert  Andrew, 
Revolutionary  soldier  in  Somerset  co.,  and  residing.  1790, 
near  North  Branch,  and  James  Andrew,  who  mar.  Anna 
Vuorhees,  of  Bedminster,  Sonicrtel  eo.,  prior  to  1797,  wera 
also  possibly  brothers  of  Or.  John  Andrew.  The  lattar's 
son.  Lewis  Andrew,  enlisted  in  15th  U.  S.  Inf.,  for  the  war 
of  1812,  and  d.  at  Plattaburg,  N.  Y.,  1614. 


Tho  following  descendants  of  Dr.  John  Andrew  were 
residents  of  Ls  Porte,  Indisna,  who  served  in  tbe  wsr  for 
the  preservslion  of  (he  Union.  They  were  children  or  grsnd- 
childrtn  of  the  three  of  his  sons  (James,  Daniel  and  Abraham 
Piatt  Andrew,  Sr.)  who-iettled  in  that  vicinity. 


Sev'Tsi  of  hli  children  became  interestod  In  (he  wrltinga 
of  Swcd<':<t'urg,  three  of  them,  James,  William  P.  and  Rachel, 
being  for  many  years  members  of  the  New  Church  (Sweden- 
borgiiin).  The  Rev.  L.  P.  Mercer,  of  Chicago,  said  of  James, 
in  1635,  thut  he  was  an  "instance  of  what  providence  car. 
do  for  an  obedient  and  teachable  spirit,  freed  from  selfish 
ambitions  and  simply  accepting  and  acting  upon  seer,  ond 
aeknowleucrd  rrinciplea  of  life  and  order." 

Two  of  the  SODS,  Jacob  P.  and  William  F.  Andrew,  at¬ 
tended  superior  schools  in  Eentucky,  the  latter  at  Transyl¬ 
vania  University,  Lexington  (and  reading  law  under  Judge 
Bellamy  Storer,  Cincinnati).  Jacob  later  was  graduated  at 
the  Medical  College  of  Ohio,  Cincinnati.  Both  were  also 
zTude’iis  of  theilegy  and  ministers  of  (he  Christian  Church, 
Jacob  being  for  over  fifty  years  both  minister  nnd  physician. 
(He  inamed.  1st,  Eliza  Jane  Pottinger,  3d,  Eliza  Kager,  3d, 
Christiana  I'olke.)  The  other  children  received  the  ednea- 
tion  Qommon  to  pioneer  eonununitics.  A  F.  Andrew,  Jr., 
wrote  that  he  was  bom  in  a  log  cabin,  educated  in  a  log- 
cnbin  school  house,  and  "walked  a  mile  (barefoot  in  summer) 
to  school."  Being  well  endowed  mentally  they  were  able 
largely  to  overcome  this  handicap.  A.  P.  Andrew,  Jr.,  on 
applying  when  a  youth  for  a  position  at  surveying,  of 
-v^lcb  ne  thru  knew  nethtwe.  was  said  4t  wewtd  lake  him 
three  months  to  qualify.  Getting  together  the  necessary 
bookd  and  instruroenta  he  studied  day  and  night,  with  little 
alecpj  passed  so  examination  on  the  ninth  day,  and  received 
the  ■  pointaanL 

Thj  ages  of  the  children  of  James  and  Catharine  Andrew, 
•xeert  the  eldest,  John,  and  the  youngest,  .Annabella,  wbo 
died  rsrly,  were  remarkable:  James  died  in  hia  97tb  year. 
Abrainm  Piatt,  in  his  86th.  Jacob  Piatt,  in  hit  83d,  RaehvI 
Chnn*HTliT<  (wife  of  Sutton  Van  Pelt),  in  her  90th.  Lewis 
Charberlin,  In  his  77lh.  Vi'illisra  Piatt,  in  his  97th.  Dr. 
Jaeol  P.  Andrew  hnd  removed  to  Nebraska.  The  others  all 
lived  aid  died  at  La  Porte.  They  retained  their  health  and 
fect.l>v'  practically  unimpaired  to  the  last,  passing  away 
*'*er  li  cf  lllneaa.  William  Piatt  Andrew  held  that  a  man 
toy.,  urz  a  sound  constitution  and  ’ving  an  orderly,  tea- 
P-  'iv.  eiiooio  porinsu^  atcaiB  iio  at*  01  B  lundrod, 
and  hai  death  would  then  be  mere!/  transition.  LHa  own 
esse  lOtincd  ctese.';/  to  eTompll/y  this.  He  passed  sway  in 
his  a  Mp,  withoot  illness,  w'nen  within  3  years  and  5  months 
of  Ih  century  mark.  His  widow  died  in  her  99th  yesr.  after 
two  lays  IlitiAK,  her  long  life  spent  in  good  hesltb,  though 
witli  impsired  vision  in  the  last  years,  attaining  an  oge  8 
moncia  greater  than  that  of  h«r  father,  Ogden  Ross,  who 
also  lied  in  his  99th  year.  Judge  William  Platt  Andrew 
retailed  to  the  close  of  his  life  much  of  the  freshness  ef 
boyiivc'd.  Cf  fine  presence,  tsll,  dignified  yet  genisl,  meet¬ 
ing  sil  people  with  the  same  old-time  courtesy  snd  respect, 
ho  w'S  B  roan  of  ripe  judgment  end  sweetness  of  spirit, 
broarminded  snd  tolersnt,  snd  holding  a  besntiful  philosophy 
of  lif\  Surviving  nearly  sIl  of  bis  contemporaries  be  re¬ 
mained  a  rare  example  of  the  gentleman  of  the  old  school. 
(Hie  first  wife,  whom  he  married  in  N.  Y.  City,  1835,  was 
Jane  Kent,  a  descendant  of  tho  colonial  Covemora  Dudley 
and  rsdstreet  of  MsssschusAtts;  his  second  wife,  Harriet 
Robs,  was  a  sitter  of  John  and  Denman  Boss,  of  Boston, 
•nrly  benefactors  of  the  Massschusslts  Insutute  ef  Tech¬ 
nolog.,) 


Lt.  John  Waugh  Andrew,  20th  Ind.  RcgL;  kiUod  at  New¬ 
market  Road,  in  the  Seven  Days  fight  before  Richmond, 
30  June,  1862;  in  command  of  bis  company  and  "expeaing 
himself  fearlessly  and  bravely  to.  direct  tho  fire  of  bit 
men";  "Hie  excellent  influence  was  felt  by  his  company 
and  ultimately  by  the  entire  regiment.  At  once  a  soldier 
‘without  fear  or  reproach.'  and  a  Christian  gentleman,  he 
became  the  centre  of  good,  as  the  sun  la  of  heat  and  light" 
(Discourse  by  Rev.  Henry  Weller,  July,  1862). 

Capt.  William  W.  Andrew,  21st  Ind.  Battery;  was  in  vari¬ 
ous  engagements  with  the  enemy,  including  Chickamaoga; 
discharged  for  disability,  16  Sept.,  1864. 

Lt.  and  Copt.  Abrsm  Pistt  Andrew,  21st  Ind.  Battery 
(see  record  nnder  his  name). 

Lt.  Abrum  Chamberlin  Andrew,  87tb  Ind.  Regt.  (formerly 
private,  20th  Ind.  Regt.);  killed  at  Chickamauga,  Sunday 
morning.  20  Sept.,  18U:  "Be  died  bravely,  with  his  drawn 
sword  above  bis  head,  and  cheering  his  men  to  do  their 
beat.  He  was  as  brave  a  soldier  os  there  was  on  the  battle¬ 
field  of  Chickamauga”  (letter  to  Viola  Andrew,  from  her 
brother,  Lt.  Abram  Piatt  Andrew,  4  Oct.,  1863). 

Dr.  George  Lafferly  Andrew  (b.  1822),  Inspector,  Sanitary 
Commission,  Army  of  the  Potomac,  afterwords  with  ihs 
Army  of  the  West;  editor  of  (he  Sanitary  Reporter. 

Judge  William  Piatt  Andrew  (b.  1809),  with  the  Christian 
Commission,  whose  work  included  care  of  sick  snd  wounded 
in  camps  and  hospitals. 

Mary  J.  Andrew  (dau.  of  A  P.  Andrew,  Sr.)  and  Viola 
Andrew  (dau.  of  A.  P.  Andrew,  Jr.),  volunteer  nuraca,  on 
eonatant  and  arduous  duty  at  Washington  Park  Hospital, 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  in  lS62  and  1863. 


The  above  roll  includes  the  name  of  nearly  every  member 
of  the  Andrew  family  at  La  Porte  who  was  able  to  go  to 
tbe  front.

BOV  if  La  Porte,  has  aiuined  a  greater  age  than  any  of 
th-i»  she  is  the  daughter  of  James  Andrew  (son  of  Cath- 
•rm.:  piutt)  by  hia  first  wife,  Abigail  Lane,  and  widow  of 
Dr  C  <rge  L.  Andrew.  (.Sara  Andrew,  Mrs.  Carlton  Shafer, 
one  -■  whose  books  it  quoted  elsewhere  on  this  chart,  was 
her  yghter.) 

Jtrea  Andrew  Piatt  fl789-I838),  one  of  the  brothers  of 
CaOirine  Piatt,  wos  the  pioneer  In  whoso  honor  Pistt 
Couty.  Illinois,  was  nsmed;  one  of  her  sislers.  Eleanor 
Pisi  was  the  mother  of  Joseph  Ewing  McDonald,  for  many 
yesn  U.  S.  Setisior  from  Indianu  and  s  national  figure  in 
the  :.jmo«ratie  party.

1765;  Justice  of  the  peace, 
21  Jan.,  1786;  commissioned  Judge  of  the  common  pleas, 
Northumberland  co.,  21  Jsn.,  1786,  for  7  years. 

Capt.  Abraham  Piatt  was  the  2d  of  five  brothers,  all 
officers  in  the  Revolution,  the  two  eldest  in  militia,  the 
three  younger  in  tbe  1st  N.  J.  Regt.,  Continental  Lina  (the 
famous  "Jersey  Blues").  The  others  were: 

Capt.  John  Piatt,  2d  Regt-,  Middlesex  eo.,  N.  J.,  militia, 
on  active  service. 

Capt.  Willism  Platt,  1st  N.  J.  Regt.,  "s  man  of  uoeom- 
mon  fortitude,"  engoged  in  many  of  the  chief  battlas  of 
the  war  (subsequent  to  which  he  was  commissioned.  1790, 
a  captain  in  the  regular  army  for  St.  Clair's  expeditien 
against  the  Indians  of  the  Northwest,  and  was  kilted  in  the 
disastrous  defeat  ef  4  Nov.,  1791). 

Major  Daniel  Piatt,  1st  N.  J.  Regt.,  wbo  died  of  fever 
in  camp  (see  below). 

Capt.  Jacob  Pintt,  let  N.  J.  Regt.,  engaged  in  several  im¬ 
portant  battles,  wounded  at  Monmouth;  Jacob  and  WilUaa 
wero  members  ef  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati. 


The  following  obituary  appeared  in  the  New  Jersey 
Gazette  of  May  3,  1780:  "On  Sunday  tbe  t6(h  uit,  died,  at 
the  camp  near  Morristown,  after  a  long  and  painful  lUneaa, 
Daniel  Piatt.  Esquire,  Major  of  the  first  Jersey  regiment; 
in  which  be  had  served  from  the  first  raising  of  the  same. 
Re  was  a  gentleman  ef  sound  understanding,  great  per¬ 
sonal  bravery,  with  a  strong  desire  of  excelling  in  his  pro¬ 
fession,  which,  Joined  to  an  handsome  soldierly  exterior, 
rendered  him  at  once  tho  good  and  graceful  officer.  His 
death  is  justly  lamented  as  a  very  heavy  lose  to  the 
regitncnl.” 


The  only  survivor  of  the  fire  brothers  when  La  Fsyetu 
made  his  last  visit  to  America  was  CapL  Jacob  Pistt  of 
“Federal  Hall,"  Boone  co.,  Kentucky,  on  whom  (his  obituary 
states,  1834)  the  Marquis  "called,  in  company  with  Colonel 
Pike"  (prob.  at  Cincinnati,  May,  1825);  while  in  New  York 
City,  Dr.  William  F.  Piatt  (son  of  Capt.  William  Piatt) 
"had  the  honor  of  being  the  escort  of  the  Marquis,  entering 
the  governor's  reception  room  with  him  arm  in  arm." 
(Memorial  Biog.  of  Benj.  M.  Pistt,  1867).

in  time  of  Bufueno'  I'crsecntion;  letter  of  grandson,  Willinm 
Piatt  (born  1778),  4cyt:  "My  father  [Jobo]  .  .  .  took 
ship  for  the  West  Indies,  but  .  .  .  found  his  father  had 
been  deod  some  wcks,  poisoned  by  one  of  the  negroes"; 
his  five  sons  wore  <-11  officers  in  tbe  American  Revolu- 
tioQ  (see  under  A><:xham  Piatt),  and  bis  eldest  grand- 
aon,  John  D.  Piatt  '’oa  of  Daniel),  enlisted  at  the  age  of 
nine  sa  fifer  In  his  (slher's  company  and  when  ten  years 
eld  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Three  Rivers,  Canada  (8 
June.  1776). 

The  family  of  John  Piatt  is  said  to  have  come  from  the 
province  of  Dauphine,  on  the  French-ltalian  border.  The 
connection,  if  nny,  between  John  Pistt  and  Ren4  Pint  alias 
La  Fleur,  planter,  of  Woodbridge  (1677)  and  Piscataway, 
N.  J.,  has  not  been  discovered.  Rend  Fiat  married,  1677, 
Elizabeth  Shcffelds  (or  Sheffellda)  of  Flushing.  Long  Island, 
and  died  1706,  leaving  several  children,  of  whore  the  two 
eldest,  Jacob  (b.  1678)  end  Thomas  (b.  1681),  married 
Bisters.  Mary  and  Mercy  Hull,  respectively,  daughters  of 
Samuel  Bull  of  Pi*cataway,  and  granddnughters  of  Rev. 
Joseph  Hull,  A.  B.  I  St.  Mary  Mall,  Oxford),  who  emigrated 
to  New  England,  1635.  where  he  died.  1666,  after  a  troubled 
career  as  leaning  more  to  the  established  church  than  to 
the  Puritans.  There  are  reosone  to  support  the  theory 
that  John  Piatt  was  »  son  of  Jacob,  but  the  proximity  of 
the  Piatt  neighborhoods  to  New  York,  tho  common  port  of 
entry  for  emigrants  from  the  continent  of  Europe,  makes  it 
not  improbable  that  different  families  of  the  name  may  have 
settled  in  the  vicinity  The  name  Plat,  of  frequent  occurrence 
In  varioos  parts  of  France,  appears  tn  Huguenot  records 
from  the  time  of  the  Massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew  (1572) 
until  ofter  the  Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes  (1685). 
As  to  Ren4  PiaPs  alius,  a  suggestion  merely  may  be  found 
ia  the  fact  that  two  of  his  Huguenot  neighbors  in  New 
Jersey.  Robert  Vsuqurilin  alias  Ls  Prairie  and  Poncet  Stetle 
“called  the  Larier,”  are  each  in  a  tingle  instance  recorded 
•a  Robert  Vauquclli'-.,  tieur  dcs  Prairies,  and  Poncet  S'elle, 
aieur  des  Lerieres,  th"  French  word  "aleur"  hero  correspond¬ 
ing  to  the  English  lord  of  a  manor;  the  aliases  of  these 
three  men,  rather  than  their  true  surnames,  were  the  names 
by  which  they  were  eommoiily  known  in  America  to  tba  end 
of  their  Uvea. 


The  name  Andrew,  of  not  very  frequent  occurrence  in  Scotland  (confined  chiefly  ^ 
Lowlands),  is  thero  almost  universally  spelled  without  the  "s”  (while  in  England  Andrews  Is 
the  usual  form).  Prior  to  the  I8lh  century  It  waa  commonly  spelled  Aadro;  modert  galendari 
of  old  Scotch  records  so  give  it,  with  the  later  equivalent  In  bneheu,  i.  e.  “Andro  (Andrew].” 
In  aome  30.000  marriages  in  Edinburgh.  1596  to  1750  (Scottish  Record  Soc.,  ParisTCXlX  and 
XLIl),  only  20  of  the  men  bore  the  name  Andrew  (Andro),  and  3  the  nums  Andrews.  In 
view  of  this,  and  the  fact  that  only  about  23  of  the  SO.OfiO  women  on  the  regisigg  bore  the 
given  name  Annabella  (or  its  variants),  the  following  is  perhaps  significant:  WllUam  Andrew, 
son  of  ‘William  Andrew,  farmer  in  West  Kirk  parish  (Edinburgh),  married  AnntMa  Hunter, 
dau.  of  David  Hunter,  indwelter,  now  in  N.  W.  parish,  9  Msy,  1703  (eleven  yeart  before  the 
birth  of  James,  father  of  Annabella  Andrew).  James  Alexander,  from  whore  Daidel  Living¬ 
ston  leased  the  farm  where  he  and  his  sen-in-law,  James  Andrew,  lived,  corresponded  regularly 
with  his  brother.  'William  .Mexandcr,  writer  (lawyer)  in  Edinburgh,  and  through  htn  possibly 
secured  settlers  for  his  Somerset  co.  land*.  Contemporary  with  James  Andriw  sros  David 
Andro,  "born  in  Scotland,”  who  married  Maria  Roset,  2  Dec.,  1738,  at  Second  R^ar,  Esiex 
CO.,  New  Jeraey.  I

Ho  ho  !  great  faith  in  the  early  settlement  ot  the  West 
and  wbi  traversing  the  wilderness  planted  the  seeds  of 
fruit  lr<  carefully  sclerted  from  well  known  estates  iu 
the  cast,  '4ch  as  those  of  Judge  Peters,  "Belmont,"  Phila¬ 
delphia.  and  Col,  George  Morgan  at  Princeton.  In  this 
eonnecti"'  Col.  Francis  Johnston  wrote  him  from  Philadel¬ 
phia,  16  July.  1790:  "My  opinion  is  Sir  that  the  Dean  of 
St.  Patrick  is  Irucly  in  the  right  when  he  says  'That  that 
man  wl  o  oiakcs  two  Spires  of  Grass  grow  where  only  one 
grew  before,  docs  more  essential  service  to  mankind  than 
all  the  Phllotophy  upon  Earth’— Your  passion  for  improv¬ 
ing  the  Ground  by  planting  fruit  Trees  of  various  kinds  & 
making  Card,  ns  where  ever  you  go  will  redound  much  to 
your  credit,  A  I  will  sdd,  to  the  real  emolument  of  man¬ 
kind."  Pioneers  some  years  later  were  surprised  to  come 
upon  froii  trees  growing  and  bearing  fruit  in  the  w:lder- 
ness  where  John  Armstrong,  army  ofDccr,  bod  passed. 

His  e  drr  brother,  James,  ia  said  to  have  served  in  the  Revo¬ 
lution;  aft-rw.irds  settled  in  the  South.  His  younger  brother, 
Captair  iisiailton  Armstrong,  1st  U.  S.  Infantry,  divd  in- 
teslale,  at  Fort  Wayne,  2^  May,  1801;  was  several  years 
an  olEc'-r  .n  (he  regular  army,  ond  in  bis  youth  had  served 
00  the  frontier  during  the  Revolntion;  a  petition,  1810,  re¬ 
quiring  the  signatures  of  his  legal  heirs,  appears  to  have 
called  only  for  those  of  bis  brothers.  Col.  John  Armstrong 
and  anoiner  (piob.  James),  and  bis  sister,  Anne  McAdams. 


AUTHORITIES. 

The  limits  of  this  chart  prevent  giving;  specific  refer- 
eisces  to  the  autKuritics  for  the  many  items  included  in  it. 
A  good  foundation  of  family  records  exteoding  back  in 
some  instances  for  several  generations  has  been  carefully 
compared  with  church  and  public  records,  newspapers, 
published  genealoyics,  local  histories,  state  archives,  and 
whatever  other  sources  were  available,  including  much 
WTCspondcnce  with  descendants  of  the  various  families. 
The  fam-ly  records  were  thus,  so  far  as  possible,  con- 
firaed,  corrected,  and  extended.  Traditions,  except . 
where  supported  by  reliable  records,  have  been  discarded, 
or  when  given  in  the  chart  are  so  referred  to.  The 
word  "probably”  .s  used  in  instances  where  considerable 
reasons  for  it  oxut,  too  extended,  however,  for  this  brief 
prese.ntation.  Toe  records  of  soldien  have  been  taken 
from  original  documents  in  the  War  Department  and  in 
the  custody  of  slate  authorities,  wherever  possible,  rather 
than  from  printed  works.  A  tong  personal  search  of  pro¬ 
bate  and  other  records  at  Trenton,  N.  J.,  secured  many 
of  the  items  on  families  in  that  state.  Particular  men¬ 
tion  may  be  made  also  of  Quaker  records  at  Philadelphia 
and  in  the  General  Register  Office.  Somerset  House,  Lon¬ 
don;  the  family  record  made  by  Major  William  Goforth 
on  the  pages  of  one  of  his  ledgers;  the  manuscript  papers 
of  Col.  John  Armstrong,  including  record  of  his  imme¬ 
diate  ancestry  in  Ireland;  wills  and  other  public  records 
at  Dublin,  confirming  his  statements,  and  carrying  the 
lines  farther  back;  correspondence  with  descendants  of 
his  near  kinsmen  iu  Ireland ;  the  manuscript  history  of  the 
Skipton  family  (cir.  17T5) ;  standard  works,  such  as 
Burke’s  Landed  Gentry,  etc.  The  Hamilton  line  farther 
back  is  indicated  by  wills,  but  not  with  sufficieiu  certainty 
as  yet  to  justify  including  iL

the  Art  great  col  >cllon  of  huge  fossil  benes  ever  disin¬ 
terred  m  the  U.  li..  1803.  and  sent  then  to  Europe  for  ex- 
hibilic'il  migrated  to  Louisiana,  18i}7,  wr.ere  he  was  a 
parish  ;udgo  and  elected  by  the  creoles  of  Attacapas  to 
reprcsvnl  them  in  the  first  constitutional  convention  of 
Louiaian*.  1811;  surgeun,  Louisiana  volunteers,  during 
British  invasion;  returned  Co  Cincinnati  by  keel-boat,  the 
trip  taking  seven  months,  1816;  died  there  12  May,  1817. 
The  "B.'igcaphieal  Sketch"  circulated  at  his  death  says  of 
him:  "The  number  of  sufferers  to  whom  ...  he  ad- 
Biniste  ed  gratuitous  relief,  was  immense;  and  not  un¬ 
justly  eatitles  him,  in  this  respect,  to  rank  in  the  same 
elasa  with  Sydenham.  Fothergill,  and  Rush  ...  No 
physician,  perbaps,  in  the  Western  Country  has  treated 
aneeest'ully  a  greater  number  and  variety  of  cases.”  The 
story  of  bis  varied  and  romantic  career  is  told  at  length 
In  an  address  delivered  in  1662  by  the  distinguished  Amer¬ 
ican  physician.  Dr.  Donict  Drake,  who  had  studied  with 
him.  Of  hit  personal  characterlsllci  Dr.  Drake  said;  “On 
the  whole,  be  had  tho  most  winning  manners  of  any 
physicien  I  ever  knew,  and  the  most  of  them  .  .  .  Tho 

painstaking  and  respectful  courtesy  with  which  be  treated 
the  poorest  and  humbinst  people  .  .  .  seemed  to  secure 

their  gratitude,  and  the  more  especially  as  he  dressed  with 
precision,  and  never  left  his  house  in  the  morning  till  bis 
hair  wts  powdered  b;.-  our  itinerant  barber  .  .  .  and 
his  gold-headed  cane  was  grasped  by  his  gloved  hand. 
His  kinjness  of  heart  was  as  much  a  part  of  bis  nature, 
os  his  hair  powder  was  a  part  of  his  costume;  and  what 
might  not  be  given  through  benevolence,  could  always  be 
extracted  by  flattery,  coupled  with  professions  of  friend¬ 
ship,  the  sincerity  of  which  ho  never  questioned." 

The  ooituary  of  her  sister  Mery,  widow  of  Gen.  John  S. 
Cane,  of  Covingloi^  Kentucky,  says-  "Her  proudest  recol¬ 
lections.  upon  winch  she  delighted  to  dwell  .  .  .  were 

of  her  dining  at  thq  same  table  with  Gen.  Weshington  end 
Lefeyetic,  at  her  fslher’s  house",  during  the  Revolution — 
probably  in  Philadelphia  er  Bucks  county  (Crosby's  Annual 
Obituary  Notices,  1867);  her  son.  Major  Dnniel  Gano,  cele¬ 
brated  for  bis  social  qualities,  was  probably  the  lest  man 
In  the  country  to  adhere  to  the  Revolutionary  costume, 
wearing  his  hair  in  a  queue,  knee  breeches,  stock,  etc.,  to 
the  detn  of  his  death,  at  Cincinnati,  in  1873  (see  fine 
portrait.  Harper’s  Magazine.  July,  1883,  p.  247).

1769,  formed  to  curb  power  of  Church  of  England  In  the 
colony;  member  of  Society  for  Promoting  the  Manumlasion 
of  Slaves:  member  of  Committee  of  Observation,  and 
Committee  of  100  (1774-1776);  "one  of  the  first  in  the  city 
who  dared  to  assert  Ihe  justice  of  the  American  ttuae" 
(oblluery):  Cnpl.,  Isl  N.  Y.  RegL  (Col.  Alexander  Me- 
Dougall),  28  June.  1775;  look  part  in  expedition  to  Canada; 
in  command  of  dlsirlcl  of  Three  Rivers,  between  (juebac 
and  Montreal;  "Goforth  more  rcijigclod  and  feared  than 
any  man  there,"  (prob.  Three  Rivers,  In  April,  1770,  Cal. 

Mss,,  Rev.  Papers,  N.  Y);  in  command  of  a 
schooner  on  the  St.  Lawrence  In  eni[agemeni  with  enemy

officer"  (President  of  N.  Y.  Convention  to  John  lianeock, 
President  of  Congress,  11  July.  1770);  Major,  N.  Y.  Con¬ 
tinental  Line,  20  June.  1778,  Dubolt’  and  later  Van  Corl- 
landl’a  Regia.:  thrauah  coofiicl  of  Uongroas  and  lha  N  V 
Convention  was  oppoinled  to  servo  under  junior  oftieera 
and  realimed;  was  appointed  Lt.-Colonel.  13  Jan.,  1777, 
without  rectification  of  that  situation,  and  declined;  mean¬ 
while,  the  British  taking  New  York,  he  he^  removud  his 
wife  and  young  childrvn  to  Philadelphia,  and  when  the 
enemy  look  that  city  retired  to  Bucks  County,  purchtuing 
the  mansion  of  the  Tory.  Gilbert  Hicks,  tl  Middletown; 
one  of  Ihu  Auditors  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Executive 
Council  of  Pennsylvania  to  settle  the  depreciation  pay  of 
officors  and  privates  of  the  Penn.  Line,  1780-1781;  probably 
served  tho  patriot  cause  in  other  wavs  (see.  for  example, 
story  told  under  record  of  Catharine  Goforth);  that  he 
remained  steadfastly  loyal  to  Ihe  colonies  is  atlesled  by 
the  fact  that  at  the  eluetion  held  in  New  York,  spring  of 
1784,  ollhough  he  had  not  yet  actually  re-established  resi¬ 
dence  there,  he  received  the  largest  number  of  votes  given 
ony  of  the  nine  men  chosen  to  represent  the  city  in  the 
Slate  Assembly  (obituary  and  poll  of  votes);  re-elected. 
State  Assembly,  1786. 

He  hnd  suffered  property  losses  by  the  British  occupation 
of  New  York,  and  in  1787  failed  in  business,  turning  over 
his  estate  to  his  creditors;  decided  to  follow  his  elder  chil¬ 
dren,  who  had  departed  for  the  Ohio;  left  New  York  by  boat, 
26  Sept..  1788,  for  Baltimore,  thence  westward,  arriving 
at  Columbia,  the  second  permanent  settlement  in  Ohio,  IS 
Mar,,  1789.  about  four  months  after  tho  first  settlers; 
here,  although  approaching  old  age,  he  began  life  anew, 
laboring  with  his  hands  with  the  others  in  the  work  in¬ 
cident  to  providing  food  and  shelter:  in  his  dny-book  he 
records  that  Dr.  Benjemin  Young  Prime  (of  New  York) 
appeared  to  him  In  a  dream,  "intimated  to  me  that  my 
Constitution  would  not  admit  of  such  hord  work  as  I  was 
at,  (hat  if  I  pursued  it  I  would  not  last  above  forty  days. 
I  seemed  to  query  if  ho  was  in  earnest — he  said  he  was 
but  would  give  me  forty  three  days  beyond  which  he 
thought  I  could  not  go”;  records  in  day-book  several  at- 
Incka  on  aettlcment  by  Indians;  commissioned  (presiding) 
judge  of  common  pleas,  Hamilton  eo.,  by  Gov.  St.  Clair,  2 
Jan.,  1790,  and  served  as  such  several  years;  member,  Ist 
territorial  legislature.  1799;  a  leader  in  movement  for 
erection  of  stale;  Thomas  Worthington  wrote  him  from 
Washington,  28  Jan,,  1801:  "You  know  I  have  been  uni¬ 
formly  e  supporter  of  the  mcasute  ever  since  I  hud  the 
pleasure  of  first  seeing  you  ...  I  hope  to  see  you  u  mem¬ 
ber  of  our  convention,  and  that  you  may.  when  you  bid 
adieu  to  time,  have  the  censolalion  of  having  given  your  aid 
in  the  formation  of  a  government  which  is  to  protect  the 
lives,  liberties  end  properly  of  thousands  yet  unborn";  mem¬ 
ber  ond  president  pro  tom..  1st  conatitulional  convention  of 
Ohio.  1802;  chairman,  committee  on  the  Bill  of  Rights  ("a 
morument  to  the  wisdom  of  its  franiers") ;  ptcaidential 
cicc.oe,  Ohio,  16u4,  and  'was  oighly  pieased  ...  to  give 
e  vote  to  Jefferson  .  .  .  end  to  his  old  fellow  citiieo.

Possersed  remarkable  strength 
of  character,  courage,  tact,  and  resourcefulness,  as  re¬ 
membered  by  her  grandchildren;  was  small  in  stature  and 
very  ective  and  spirited,  even  in  old  age;  a  favorite  precept 
to  her  grandchildren  was;  "Child,  it  you  can  say  nothing 
good  of  one.  you  had  hotter  say  nothing  al  all.” 

The  fottowing  tradition  was  related  by  tbe  late  S.  W. 
Lewis  as  told  him  by  bis  aunt,  Jemima  Do  Gray  Goforth, 
and  to  the  latter  by  her  grandmother.  Catharine  Goforth. 
No  other  tradition  or  any  eontumporary  evidence  has  been 
discovered  (o  support  this  story  that  William  Goforth 
served  as  a  spy.  (It  may  be  worth  noting,  however,  that  he 
had  acquireo  the  then  rare  accociptlshmcnt  of  writing  short¬ 
hand.) 

Baring  to  go  through  tho  British  lines  during  tho  war 
with  her  young  children.  Catharine  Goforth  aecured  the 
necessary  pass,  and  was  proceeding  with  thorn  in  a  con¬ 
veyance  with  a  negro  servant  boy  for  driver,  when  at 
nightfall  a  violent  storm  overtook  them.  They  sought 
refuge  in  a  house  near  by,  where  it  proved  that  a  party 
of  British  officers  were  holding  a  daneo.  They  invited  her 
to  be  their  guest,  and  after  hastily  putting  the  children 
to  bed.  she  rejoined  them.  The  officers  eod  other  guests 
came  forward  and  were  introduced  to  her.  Among  thnao 
was  her  husband,  who  in  the  guise  of  u  Tory  was  present  in 
tho  character  of  a  spy.  At  their  introduction  neither  of 
them  betrayed  any  sign  of  recognition,  but  realising  their 
peril  should  the  negro  or  the  children  discover  his  presence, 
she  quickly  found  opportonily  to  despatch  the  boy  upon 
some  errand  and  excusing  herself  hurried  the  children 
from  bod,  and  tbe  little  party  resumed  their  journey,  wiih- 
OQt  any  mischance  having  befallen.  Tbe  episode  was  said 
to  bava  occurred  after  the  executions  of  Hale  and  Andri.
